Delegate from Raceway 


Cheers for Maryland’s attorney gen- 
eral. Thomas B. Finan, who gave an 
opinion recently that it was the duty of 
the racing commission to make public 
the names of state officials who own race 
track stock. 


It had been a policy of long standing 
in Maryland that stockholders had to be 
on record with the commission, but for 
reasons understood by the commission 
the record never was public property. 
The fact that the racing commission was 
so secretive about the list only added to 
the public’s curiosity about it. 


The question of the public’s right to 
know came up again last month when a 
Baltimore newspaperman revealed that 
House majority leader A. Gordon Boone 
owned 3,000 shares in Baltimore Race- 
way (The Blood-Horse of March 25, page 
663). Boone had been one of the sponsors 
of abortive legislation which would have 
allowed the Raceway to convert to Thor- 
oughbred racing and to transfer 12 days 
from the Bel Air track to its own use. 
Boone, with the approval of racing com- 
mission chairman R. Bruce Livie and 
commissioners Carle A. Jackson and E. 
Taylor Chewning, had hoped to stage 
night racing at the Raceway. 

When asked by newsmen how he 
squared his legislative role with his pri- 
vate enterprise, Boone said, “I own some 
A. T. and T. stock. Does that mean I can’t 
vote on bills relating to telephones?” 

The attorney general’s opinion in itself 
was unlikely to stop Boone from mixing 
politics with racing. but any further man- 
ipulations on behalf of his racing interests 
would be clearly understood by the 
voters. some of whom may see a differ- 
ence between A. T. and T. and the Balti- 


more Raceway. W. S. 
The Hazards of Riding 
“The greatest jockey the world 


wouldn't have done any different under 
the circumstances. it happened so  sud- 
den.” said Eddie Arcaro. 

Arearo was referring to the accident 
which took the life of 22-year-old Roy L. 
Gilbert on Tuesday, April 4. Gilbert's 
mount, Plenty Papaya, was rank coming 
out of the gate. then suddenly bolted from 
the middle of the track and rammed into 
the aluminum inner rail. Gilbert suffered 
multiple skull fractures and died in the 
track ambulance. 

Arearo, who doubles in brass as _presi- 
dent of the Jockey’s Guild, was gravely 
concerned about the incident, but he said, 
“There’s not a helluva lot you can say. 


Looks like that filly blew her top.” He 
and some other riders had looked at 
films of the race. “I kinda thought he was 
trying to bail out. Outrider Jim Dailey 
says he thought Gilbert wasn’t. Some of 
the riders thought so, too... . You just 
can’t say what you would do when one 
of them acts like that.” He recalled that, 
when Jack Westrope was killed in Cali- 
fornia, the rider was swinging his whip 
even as he was being thrown over the 
aluminum rail. 

Asked to compare wooden and alum- 
inum rails, Arcaro said there was, in his 
judgment, only a slight difference. “Here 
2 jocks have been killed with the alum- 
inum rail, and George Woolf was killed 
when he and his horse slammed _ the 
wooden fence. I think we’ve had more 
trouble with aluminum rails. But I can’t 
complain; track administrators have done 
everything we have asked them. I guess 
it’s the hazards of the business.” 

Arcaro said the Guild last year had 
doubled its insurance coverage for riders, 
giving them a $10.000 life policy. He said 
the New York Racing Association had a 
policy with Lloyds that paid another 
$5.000. “And then there’s always the 
State Compensation Board.” L. DeF. 


Critical of NYRA 


The editors of Sports Illustrated (issue 
of April 10). besides hinting that another 
“doping scandal” was about to break at 
Aqueduct. held that the New York Racing 
Association should accept responsibility 
for providing better security in the stable 
area. The magazine interpreted the exon- 
eration of trainer Hirsch Jacobs (The 
Blood-Horse of April 8. page 770) as an 
official admission that “anyone” could 
have stimulated Keep Ideals. 

“Ever since Aqueduct was con- 
structed trainers have been saying that 
too much money had been spent on keep- 
ing the public happy and not enough on 
planning and building the stable area.” 
SI said. “Trainers said the barns were 


too small. that there weren’t enough of 
them and that this created a cramped 
area and one very difficult to police.”

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An Experiment in Anger 


Lou DeFichy, writing from New York, 
reports that Hirsch Jacobs has been the 
target of tirades of criticism ever since 
the stewards and the New York State 
Racing Commission exonerated him in 
the case involving the stimulation of Keep 
Ideals with Coramine, and that the train- 
er is profoundly disturbed. 


“Normally a calm, affable man, his 
personality has undergone a _ complete 
change during the last 2 weeks. The un- 
favorable reports in newspapers and acid 
reaction of some fellow trainers have left 
him seething. He sleeps uneasily. He is 
ready to strike like a rattlesnake at the 
slightest provocation. 

“*How can they accuse me?’ he keeps 
muttering. ‘How can they? I’ve sent 5,000 
horses to the spit box, and not once was 
there a positive. Why should I have done 
it now? I had nothing to gain. I just 
can’t understand it... .’” 

Let us all hope that Jacobs recovers 
his composure quickly. He was among the 
most respected trainers in North America 
before he went through the traumatic ex- 
perience of the Keep Ideals case; he still 
is, and presumably he will continue to be. 
But at the moment he is sensitive to an 
undercurrent of anger, and he is hurt by 
it. We can understand his misery and the 
sudden loneliness which may be the rea- 
son for his desperate efforts to communi- 
cate. 

We have heard. in Kentucky, some of 
the remarks which Jacobs would con- 
sider an injustice to himself. Perhaps 
they were unjust; certainly they lacked 
compassion. “They give Frank Cundall 60 
days for Butazolidin—for nothing,” said 
an angry horseman last week at Keene- 
land. “But Hirsch Jacobs comes up with 
Coramine, and they give him a_ gold 
medal.” 

Most of these violent eruptions of re- 
sentment were directed against the au- 
thorities who suspended Cundall when no 
stimulant was involved and _ exonerated 
Jacobs when a known stimulant was 
found. A little of the stream of hot anger 
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spattered against Jacobs, in about the 
same proportion as it would have fallen 
upon Frank Cundall if the roles had been 
reversed. 

If the New York authorities had been 
running an experiment in creating frus- 
tration and anger, it could not have de- 
vised a better procedure with rats in a 
cage. The actual sequence of events was 
worthy of reporting in a_ psychological 
journal. 

July. 1952. Woolford Farm’s Tip Off 
won. Laboratory reported positive test for 
caffeine. Trainer Bill Stephens exoner- 
ated. 

April. 1953. Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Kitchen Maid finished second. Caffeine 
reported. Trainer W. C. Winfrey exoner- 
ated. 

October. 1953. Meyer J. Kaplan’s Cere- 
monious won. Caffeine. Trainer Robert 
Green exonerated. 

October, 1956. Clifford Mooers’ Taclos 
finished second. Procaine, traced to earlier 
treatment for laryngitis. Trainer H. F. 
Albrecht exonerated. 


November, 1956. Mrs. Bernard Fields’ 
Hueso fourth. Caffeine. Trainer Bernard 
Fields exonerated. 

November. 1958. A.  Handmacher’s 
Cleave won. Caffeine. Trainer Eddie Neloy 
exonerated. 

March, 1960. Woolford Farm’s Parky 
Tone second. Urinalysis revealed traces of 
what the laboratory technicians said was 
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Butazolidin. Trainer Frank Cundall sus- 
pended 60 days. 

March, 1961. Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ 
Keep Ideals won. Coramine. Trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs exonerated. 

In all these cases—the list was assem- 
bled by Lou DeFichy—the trainer claimed 
to be innocent and the stewards and 
racing commission agreed that he was 
innocent of any knowledge of a drug 
having been administered to the horse 
before the race. It was the discrepancy 
between the ruling in the Cundall case 
and the rulings in the other cases that 
had horsemen seething. If they snarled 
occasionally in mentioning the name of 
Hirsch Jacobs, it was because they had 
been driven into impotent rage by what 
they considered a manifest injustice to 
Frank Cundall. Jacobs was the victim of 
displaced aggression which had been in- 
duced by the application of the equivalent 
of orthodox experimental procedures. 

The stewards volunteered the explana- 
tion that the difference between the Cun- 
dall case and the Jacobs case was that 
Cundall had been less diligent in guard- 
ing his horses. However honestly this re- 
conciliation of findings was given, there 
was not the slightest chance that it would 
be believed. Left to draw his own con- 
clusion, the horseman reasoned that the 
drug itself was the controlling factor and 
that the New York authorities considered 
Cundall more expendable than the equally 
innocent trainers who had been exoner- 
ated completely. 

It was beside the point for the author- 
ities to argue that neither part of this 
conclusion was justified; 
important for them to recogniz> that it 
was inevitable. not as a produc: of reason 


it was more 


alone but also as the result uf emotional 
pressures in a frightening situation. 

The most aggravating consideration of 
all may have been the fact that the racing 
strained at an inoffensive 
drug and swallowed a series of known 
stimulants.

New York. Local 917. International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, is still working 
on race track employees. Last week it 
passed out a mimeographed bulletin list- 
ing its aims and demands for grooms, hot- 
walkers, and exercise boys. 

The local also opened a branch office 
at 107-05 Rockaway Boulevard, across the 
street from Aqueduct’s main gate. 

A Racetrack Newsletter said that the 
union sought sanction of an election later 
this month and that, in this event, each 
barn would be notified by the New York 
State Labor Relations Board. 

“This alone was a great victory for the 
Union, because your employers fought 
tooth and nail and spent thousands of dol- 
lars in attorney fees to deny you the 
right to vote,” said the newsletter. Sample 
ballots, with instructions. would be dis- 
tributed in a week, it added. 

Then the newsletter stated: “Don’t let 
the Gestapo frighten you. After we are 


certified by the Board as your bargaining 
representative, we'll straighten out the 
Gestapo and we'll make your job a good 
job.” 

The union said it guaranteed: increase

in wages; fewer working hours, with 
overtime pay; better quarters, and good 
food at reasonable prices; and regular 
days off each week with pay. 


Derby Candidate 


In Robert Lehman’s Ambiopoise, winner 
of the Gotham Stakes at Aqueduct on April 
8. Churchill Downs may have been pre- 
sented with another candidate for its Ken- 
tucky Derby. The 3-year-old *Ambiorix 
colt tow-roped his field in the stretch, 
and won by 6 lengths with jockey Bobby 
Ussery in the saddle. 

Trainer Tom Waller, ever on the alert 
when cornered by reporters, said, “Don’t 
print a lot of baloney about the horse. 
Get the facts.” 

Well. would Ambiopoise run in the 
Derby? 

“We hope to. We don’t know definitely 
yet. If everything goes well, we hope to 
run him in the Wood Memorial on April 
22. It’s a little too early to think of the 
Derby on the strength of this one race.” 

Had Waller. in his 30 years on the 
track. ever had a horse in the Derby? 


“No, I’ve never run any horse in the 
Derby, but I have had a few prospects 
who just weren’t up to it.” 

Ambiopoise has developed since lasi 
fall. Waller said. “He got a good rest 
and grew a little. He is just a good, honest 
little horse.” 

In the Wood, Ambiopoise will be meet- 
ing the Derby favorite Carry Back, an 
old rival. The home-bred colt owned by 
investment banker Robert Lehman, was 
second to Carry Back in the 1960 Garden 
State Stakes and third to him in the Rem- 
sen Stakes before being turned out for a 
rest. 

His first start this season, after winter- 
ing at Camden. was on March 28, in an 
allowance race here at 6 furlongs He was 
second to Globemaster. beaten about 7 
lengths. 

The muscular little horse rates well, 
prefers coming off a crisp early pace, and 
in this respect his style is similar to 
Carry Back’s. When the 2 clash in the 
Wood. on April 22, the stretch drive 
should be a thriller. 

Ambiopoise was clocked in 1:3544 for 
the one-mile Gotham, and he picked up a 
check for $37,895. It was his first stakes 
victory. The favored Globemaster was 
second, and *Merry Ruler was third. 

“Not too much excuse for *Merry 
Ruler.” said trainer Ed Yowell. “It didn’t 
look today like he was doing his best.” 
*Merry Ruler had won 2 straight, the 
Swift and Bay Shore. 

Ussery was all smiles in the dressing 
room, and he hoped to be on Ambiopoise 
again. He has no Derby mount. Waller 
said, “I don’t know who we'll ride in the 
Wood.” 

Sam Boulmetis rode the horse in his 
first start here, and Larry Adams _ had 
handled him in the Remsen and Garden 
State. Ussery. who had broken the colt, 
had not ridden him since June 18 at 
Belmont Park. 


In the Correction Handicap, on April 3, Evening Glow took the lead from Staretta (7) in the final sixteenth and won by 
nearly 2 lengths. Sister Antoine (4) was third. Owned by Mrs. George D. Widener, Evening Glow is sister to Evening Out. 
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“IT feel good,” said Ussery. “I’m lighter 
than | have ever been, and I feel great.” 
He had been sidelined for 3 weeks by 
an appendectomy, and had returned to 
the saddle on Monday before the Gotham. 


Kelly’s Back 


Kelso, 1960 horse of the year, will re- 
turn to competition in the $100,000-added 
Metropolitan, at Belmont Park on May 
30, and trainer Carl Hanford said, “He’ll 
be ready. That will be his first start.” 

“Kelso is going along easy now, and 
we haven’t stepped up his works,” the 
trainer added. “He has been in light 
training since he pulled a muscle at Santa 
Anita. He was out a week, and never did 
get back to the races.” 

The Bohemia Stable’s gelding, after 
licking the best of the 3-year-olds last 
summer, humbled the handicap division 
in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, defeating 
Bald Eagle, *Don Poggio, and Sword 
Dancer. This was on October 29, his last 
appearance of the year. 

Kelly, as he is called by Hanford and 
stablehands, won 5 other stakes in 1960— 
the Choice at Monmouth, Jerome and Dis- 
covery at Aqueduct, Lawrence Realization 
at Belmont, and the Hawthorne Gold Cup, 
and only in the Arlington Classic was he 
defeated. 


The Your Host gelding shipped here 
from Aiken in excellent condition. Han- 
ford noted that the “ugly duckling” had 
grown and filled out. “He was 15:3 last 
year,” Hanford said, “and now he is 
about 16. His appetite is the same, though. 
I still have no problems with him, and 
he is as docile as a cat around the barn.” 

Asked if he might not be harboring 
another Kelly in the Bohemia Stable, 
Hanford said he was keen on a 3-year-old 
*Nasrullah—Dentifrice colt named Nade, 
which has not started. “We didn’t rush 
him,” he said. “He had the cough and 
bucked. But he looks very promising.” 


Bowl of Flowers’ Rival 


Primonetta, a trim 3-year-old chestnut 
filly by Swaps—Banquet Bell, by Polyne- 
sian, may be a worthy rival to Bowl of 
Flowers this year. On Tuesday, April 4, 
she carried the Darby Dan Farm colors 
to her fifth victory without defeat. She 
didn’t beat much, except for Apatonthe- 
back, but it was the way she did it 
that impressed spectators. Apatontheback 
struck her twice, at the start and again on 
the turn, but Bill Hartack kept her on 
course, and she gradually drew away from 
the offender, winning by 314 lengths. 
Her time for 6 furlongs was 1:12. 

Trainer Jim Conway has an ambitious 
campaign mapped out for the filly, but 
he’s “playing most of it by ear.” 

[Bowl of Flowers will campaign only 
against those of her own sex. Speculation 
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had had her testing colts in the classics, 
but trainer Elliott Burch said, “Years ago 
fillies ran with colts and older horses be- 
cause there were not enough stake races 
for them in the book. Now there are many 
classics for fillies, so it would be foolish 
to run them out of their class.” 

The next start for Primonetta, which 
beat Plum Cake in the 1,';-mile Mar- 
guerite Stakes at Pimlico last November, 
was to be in the Prioress, a $20.000-added 
event on April 12. 


Conway said, “We're gonna race in all 
the big stakes, whenever she is ready to 
run.” 

Conway. who for 10 years trained for 
Ben F. Whitaker, described Primonetta 
as “reasonably robust, sound, intelligent, 
and willing. She’s pushed herself to the 
point where she is the top horse in the 
barn.” Conway has 28 head for Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Galbreath. 


A Glow Again 


It was a pleasure to see Mrs. George 
D. Widener’s 4-year-old Evening Glow 
win the Correction Handicap, especially 
since it was trainer Bert Mulholland’s 
first stakes score in nearly 2 years. The 
last time the trainer had stepped into the 
winner's circle after an added-money race 
was on the occasion of Evening Glow’s 
victory in the 1959 Sorority, at Monmouth 
Park. 


“In the last couple of years we haven't

been lucky,” said the 76-year-old Mul- 
holland. “It hasn’t been the breeding. It 
was just a series of misfortunes—mainly 
horses that were unsound.” 


Evening Glow, a full sister to Evening 
Out, last fall was hit in the left eye by 
a clod of dirt. The eye became infected, 
and she almost lost it. Her vision now is 
20 per cent. 

“I worked with all types of blinkers to 
overcome her vision defect,” Mulholland 
said. “Horses used to get on her inside, 
and she just ran off. Now I run her with 
full cut blinkers over both eyes and she’s 
running sound.” 


She had to overcome difficulties in win- 
ning the Correction. “She didn’t break 
well,” Mulholland said. “She hit the gate. 
But she’s got a lot of speed, and it made 
up for her trouble.” Her next race will 
be in the Distaff Handicap, April 19. 

Mulholland, whose previous charges in- 
cluded Lucky Draw, Eight Thirty, Battle- 
field, and 44 other stakes winners, 
supervises the training of 15 head here, 
assisted by 74-year-old brother Bill. Syl- 
vester Veitch, who trains another division 
for Widener, is stabled in New York, too. 

Mulholland said that age was no handi- 
cap in training race horses. “There is 
eternal hope. no matter what the age. It 
keeps one on the go. We can score in this 
business at the age of 21 or 86. Age is no 
barrier as long as you’ve got your health 
and a good horse.”

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First a One-Eyed Mare, 
Then a One-Run Colt

Miami. When E. K. Bliss decided to 
go into horse racing last summer he hired 
a likeable chap named Jim Tatman as 
his trainer. The first horse they acquired 
was a cheap filly named Miss Goma. In 
September Miss Goma was claimed, and 
the two men began searching for a re- 
placement. 

“We couldn't find anything to claim.” 
said Tatman, “so we looked around for 
something to buy. We wanted a young 
horse who had a chance to improve. 
Through a good friend of mine, Jake 
Anger, I heard that Hall and Fetzer want- 
ed to sell Thirty Flights. They bred the 
horse and had run him a_ half-dozen 
times, but they don’t race in the winter. 
I took a look at him, liked his looks, and 
felt he was the kind of horse who had a 
big chance to develop into something. 
I asked them to put a price on him and 
they did. Mr. Bliss bought him for just 
in excess of $5,000.” 

Thirty Flights had won 3 races, at 
ThistleDown and Randall Park, when

Tatman took him over. A few days before 
Bliss purchased him, he had won com- 
fortably at ThistleDown for $4,500. 

The first time Tatman ran_ Thirty 
Flights the colt set the pace for a 
half-mile and stopped. The same thing 
happened the next time, but Tatman had 
an explanation: “I’d just wormed him, 
and he was dead short.” Still, the 2 races 
were anything but encouraging. 

Tatman didn’t start Thirty Flights 
again until December 6 at Tropical Park, 
and the horse ran an even race, finishing 
eighth. 

“T started experimenting with him in 
the mornings, and I realized he wanted 
to be taken back and make one run. The 
further he went, the stronger he got— 
when you restrained him the first part.” 

A week later Tatman ran Thirty Flights 
back for $6,250, and gave the mount to 
Herbie Hinojosa. “I told Herbie to take 
him back, but not as far as he did. I 
didn’t want him so completely out of it. 
It was an accident. At the break 2 horses

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picked my horse up and carried him the 
first 70 yards. He was way off stride 
almost to the club house turn.” 


Thirty Flights, last down the back. 
stretch, at least 16 length off the lead, 
closed with a furious rush, and won by 
114 lengths, paying off at 35 to 1. 

In his next start Tatman sent Thirty 
Flights against allowance company, and 
he went off at 28 to 1. This time Hinojosa 
deliberately took him 18 lengths back, 
and once again Thirty Flights made the 
big run. But with 100 yards to go Hino. 
josa ran into a blind switch, and the horse 
had so much momentum it was impossible 
to check him. Thirty Flights ran up on 
a horse’s heels and almost went down, 


He finished fifth, beaten 2 lengths. 


“It tore the hide and the hair right 
off him. He lost a shoe, too.” Tatman said. 
“When I saw the movies, I couldn’t eat 
for 2 days. I was lucky to get the horse 
back alive. It wasn’t Herbie’s fault. It 
was one of those things that couldn’t be 
avoided.” 


Tatman patched up his horse, but was 
unable to run him for nearly a month. 
“When I did get to run him again (Jan- 
uary 25 at Hialeah) I hadn’t been able 
to train him too strong. I couldn’t run 
him long, so I put him in at seven-eighths 
and told (Ray) York to try and hustle 
him—stick him a couple of times to keep 
him close—so’s he’d get something out 
of the race. He finished fifth, and it was 
an okay race, considering. 

“He went in the Everglades without the 
prep race I wanted for him—that mile- 
and-a-sixteenth race. They only let 10 
start, because they break so close to the 
turn and we drew No. 14. So he goes in 
the Evergiades with no real tightener.” 

Thirty Flights’ race in the Everglades 
was spectacular. He went off at 106 to 1, 
and looked like 206 to 1 down the back- 
side. where he was about 19 lengths off 
the pace. York finally got him running at 
the three-eighth-pole, but then had to 
swing wide to make his move. 

In a driving finish Carry Back won by 
half a length over Sherluck, which was 
a head in front of Crozier. And less than 
a length behind Crozier, closing fastest 
of all, was Thirty Flights. When Crozier 
was disqualified and placed last, Thirty 
Flights was moved up to third place. 

That evening Pimlico publicist Charley 
Johnson collared Tatman and Bliss to get 
their horse for the Preakness. 

“They were a little excited,” Johnson 
said. “Bliss made out a check to cover 
all 3 races (Preakness, Derby. and Bel- 
mont) and gave it to me. Tatman says, 
‘Maybe there’s a chance for a gyp to do 
some good.’ ” 

Tatman recalls that evening, but he is 
a little hazy about just what happened. 
“It was a real tangle, all right. All the 
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races closed that night. I’d already filled 
out the 3 blanks for each race, and had 
‘em in my inside coat pocket—just in 
case the horse ran good in the Everglades. 

“Johnson grabbed me right away for 
the Preakness and things got confused. 
But | do know Mr. Bliss made out the 
checks, and I wheeled ’em right out that 
night. My owner gives me free rein about 
where and when [ run him, and who I 
ride. He never said a word when I 
asked him for a check for the entry fee 
for the Everglades.” 


Had Thirty Flights’ big race surprised 
him? 

Tatman looked away and thought about 
the question for nearly a full minute. “I 
don’t want to sound foolish, or like I’m 
coming on too strong. But I honestly 
thought he’d run good. For this reason: 
he was a fresh horse coming up to his 
best form. When that happens, a_ horse 
is apt to run any kind of race. I know 
how I feel, but I hate to say it. I don’t 
want to sound boastful.” 

Thirty Flights did not start again until 
March 15, when he was sent out for a 
mile-and-70-yard allowance race at Gulf- 
stream. Steve Brooks rode him for the 
first time. Thirty Flights dropped 25 
lengths out of it, and didn’t get into full 
stride until he hit the three-eighths-pole, 
but then he flew. Brooks took him out- 
side, and at the eighth-pole he still was 
7 lengths off the lead. He won by a 
length. 

“He run when I asked him to,” Brooks 
said later. “Oh, I was chirping to him 
down the backside. He was farther off 
than I wanted. Once I got to him at the 
three-eighths-pole he took off. He takes 
a lot the worst of it, but he runs pretty 
good.” 

Thirty Flights is a gelding, by First 
Nighter—Melba Ann, by *Moonlight Run. 

“Melba Ann ran for modest claiming 
prices, probably for a little Jess than 
Thirty Flights did,” Tatman said. “She 
won at various distances. She’s a western- 
bred mare that was brought to Ohio in 
a package deal, to Hall and Fetzer, about 
1950. I’m not certain whether or not she’s 
still alive. First Nighter, you know, won 
the Massachusetts Handicap, and won at 
all distances on any kind of race track.” 

Thirty Flights is not a good work horse. 
“Not a fast work horse at any time. He’s 
solidly muscled, medium sized. What 
flesh is on him is on solid.” 

Thirty Flights had been making his 
moves on the outside of horses by design. 
“He can run inside, but after what hap- 
pened to him in that race at Tropical 
I don’t want to take any more chances of 
running into walls.” 

Tatman, born in Chicago, now main- 
tains legal residence in Hallandale, Fla. 
He has lived the past 15 years in a 
trailer. 
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been just about everywhere, 
usually with a l-horse or a 2-horse stable. 
I got my license in “46 and won my first 
race August 13 that year at Weymouth— 
a bull ring. I take my family with me 
everywhere—been married 1414 years. 
Met my wife the same week I won my 
first race as a trainer.” Alessandro was 
the horse: Vera was the girl. The Tat. 
mans have 2 girls, 13145 and 714. and 
another child is expected momentarily. 


“T’ve had a lot of cheap, hard-hitting 
horses. My favorites were Alessandro and 
Lucky Sis. Lucky Sis was a one-eyed mare 
who got ruled off because she was so 
unruly. I found out how to keep her quiet. 
and in the fall of °50 she won 3 in a 
row for me. She gave me everything she 
had, every time.” 


At one stage this season Tatman was 
reduced to 2 horses, Thirty Flights and 
Metodica, a 10-year-old gray mare. 
Metodica’s principal distinction in Flor- 
ida this year was her blanket, on which 
was lettered, “Bernie’s Harbor Bar. Safety 
Harbor, Fla.” 

“Oh yes, I got that last summer at Sun. 
shine.” Tatman said. “Won a race with 1 
horse called Best Flight, and the guy 
who owns Bernie’s Harbor Bar presented 
us with the blanket in the winner’s circle.” 

As the $100.000-added Florida Derby 
approached, Tatman was  hopeful—and

apprehensive. He felt Thirty Flights had 
a good chance to upset the good ones, but 
seemed to have an augury of misfortune. 


“If something should happen that he 
couldn’t run in the race,” Tatman said, 
“you'd just have to be philosophicai 
about it and wait for another day.” 

Jim was put to the test before the week 
was out. On Thursday morning, 48 hours 
before the Derby, Tatman reported that 
Thirty Flights was out of the race. The 
horse had strained his off fore leg, be- 
tween the tendon and the suspensory. 

“It’s not a bow or anything approaching 
it.” Tatman said. “If I wanted to do some 
patching and use some ice, I could run 
him. But I probably wouldn’t have much 
horse left when it was over. I'd rather 
wait and come back at ’em later—and 
stronger.” 

A week after the Derby had been run, 
Tatman said that Thirty Flights was re- 
sponding to treatment which consisted 
mainly of a strong iodine paint. 

“I'm 100 per cent satisfied,” he said, 
“and I’m real glad I stopped on him. 
When this meeting ends (April 24) we'll 
go to Suffolk. I'm pointing for the Gov- 
ernor’s Handicap. Then, I hope, the 
Preakness and Belmont. This summer I’m 
going to run him all up and down the 
East Coast—there’s races for him all the 
way along. You'll be hearing from this 
horse.”

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How Much Room for Error 
Testing Procedures? 


"Security is tight. Every vigilance is maintained," said Pinkerton 

head Jerry O'Grady, and New York's chief chemist Harry Peterson added, 
"Every precaution is taken to avoid error." The writer counted 8 
uniformed guards patrolling the receiving enclosure. The routine 

of collection, identification, and handling appeared to be as safe from 
error as chemists and the New York State Racing Commission could make it. 


New York. The urine and saliva tests 


are fallible, said trainer Hirsch Jacobs | 


while he sweated out the stewards’ verdict 
in the Keep Ideals case (The Blood-Horse 
of April 8, page 770). Although Jacobs. 
who has saddled more winners than any 
other trainer, was exonerated by stewards 
and the racing commission, he was bitter. 

“I’ve always been against the responsi- 
bility being solely the trainer’s,” he said. 
“And who’s to say the tests are accurate? 
They can make mistakes.” ; 

Can they? 

Chemists, veterinarians, and inspectors 
associated with the New York State 
Racing Commission say no. 

In an effort to determine how much 
room there was for error, I spent several 
hours observing routine and security pre- 
cautions at the Aqueduct receiving barn 
and at the laboratory in Jamaica. 

I arrived at the receiving barn imme- 
diately after the third race on Monday, 
April 3: The first 2 horses, Travelin’ Gal 
and Swell the Sail, were expected mo- 
mentarily. Sometimes another horse is 
tested, but not as a routine measure. 

The receiving barn was closely guard- 
ed. A uniformed Pinkerton was watching 
the interior and 7 others patrolling out- 
side. The supervisor, Dr. Edmund Co- 
mans, and his assistant, George Thomp- 
son, introduced themselves. Thompson, 
explaining as he went along, moved first 
to the stall to which attendants had 
brought Swell the Sail. 

“First,” said Thompson, who has been 
testing horses 16 years, “I ask the groom 
what is the name of his horse. Then I 
assist the Doc in taking a saliva test.” 

Forceps, which had been wrapped in 
sterilized gauze. were dipped in a 1 per 
cent acetic acid solution and placed in the 
horse’s mouth to stimuiate the flow of

saliva. which was caught in a_ pan. 
(Acetic acid is a product of vinegar; 
some horses seem to like it.) This oper- 
ation took no more than a few minutes. 
The Pinkerton watched closely. 


Dr. Comans and Thompson, carrying 
the pan, went to their office, where they 
broke the wax seal on a small brown jar 
and poured in the saliva specimen. This 
part of the operation was closely attended 
by Herman White, a state inspector. 

The jar was promptly sealed, again 
with red wax, and stamped with a special 
seal. An electric stove melted the wax. 


The jar was then tagged with details: 
date, name of horse, age, color and sex, 
position at finish, race, track, state, own- 
er, and trainer. The tag was signed by 
Thompson, Comans, and a stable repre-

sentative. The stablehand signed in the 
presence of the Pinkerton. 

The tag was then cut in a special pat- 
tern, making a unique matching of the 2 
parts. One part, with the serial number, 
was attached to the jar. (When the jar 
is received by the chemists, it is only a 
number to them; they do not know the 
race or the name of the horse.) The other 
half of the tag, with the same serial num- 
ber, was sent to the racing commission. 

The jar was locked into a small leather 
case with other samples, and when the 
day’s work was finished Thompson took 
the case to the chemists. Since the chem- 
ists usually finish work by 5 p. m,, 
Thompson locked the case in a room. 

The Pinkerton, James Lynam, made his 
own report, including most of the infor- 
mation listed on the tag. One copy was to 
be mailed to the Pinkerton main office, 
another copy to the New York State 
Racing Commission. 

The forceps and pan used in the saliva 
test were chemically sterilized, with a 
zephran solution, then rinsed thoroughly 
and dried with paper towels. The imple- 
ments were enclosed in an aluminum 
container resembling a dutch oven. 

Urine collection was the next business. 
It had taken only a few minutes to gather 
the saliva, but handlers knew that it might 
be several hours before they could get 
a urine sample. 

A team of state inspectors, all former 
trainers, jockeys, or stablehands, super- 
vised the work. An inspector entered the 
stall, the horse was sent in after him, 
and a huge steel door swung shut behind 
them. There was nothing to do now but 
wait. and while we waited, John Shelepets, 
who has been an inspector since 1952, 
said he once had to wait on a horse for 
91% hours. In cases such as this, the

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horse is vanned back to his stable under 
constant supervision of the inspector, 
and there the waiting game continues. 
Inspectors Thomas Willo and Thomas 
McKnight agreed it was “no picnic.” 
An inspector usually whistles and 
talks to the horse to get him to relax. 
“When they relax, it’s much easier,” said 
Shelepets. “Fillies are generally nice in 
the spring and fall. Some horses who 
have had a tough race just can’t relax, 
and it takes longer to obtain a sample.” 
A total of 9 inspectors were on duty. 
Those who were not actively engaged 
supervised stablehands cooling out horses. 


The same routine that was employed 
in bottling and tagging the saliva sam- 
ples was followed in the case of urine 
samples. I noticed that Dr. Comans and 
Thompson had used and destroyed 5 pairs 
of plastic gloves in collecting the saliva 
samples for the one race. 

Pinkerton head Jerry O’Grady said, 
“Security is tight. Constant vigilance is 
maintained.” 

I then visited the offices of the New 
York State Racing Commission’s labor- 
atory in Jamaica, where I talked with the 
head chemist, Harry Peterson, a man with 
25 years on the job. He explained that 
samples of tests received the previous 
night were put through the testing pro- 
cesses promptly the next day, except that 
samples left on Saturday night were not 


processed until Monday morning. 


When a positive reaction is obtained, 
the head chemist immediately notifies the 
commission by phone. Then he types a 
detailed report and mails it. 

In the case of Hirsch Jacobs’ filly 
Keep Ideals, there was a delay, because 
the lab took time to reconfirm its find- 
ings. “We never report Coramine until 
it is definite,” said Peterson. “We wanted 
to make sure. The early testing of this 
sample was slow.” He said the nation’s 
racing chemists had found Coramine only 
20 times since 1949. 

Was there room for error in the test- 
ing of saliva and urine samples? 

Peterson said, “Every precaution is 
taken to avoid error. And _ systematic 
checks are regularly made with this in 
mind.” He then explained the system 
used by the laboratory. 

Before analysis, receipt of samples is 
recorded. Laboratory numbers are assign- 
ed, and a record is made of all data on 
a report. Each entry on the report is 
checked by another member of the staff. 
The reports are checked again by the 
clerical staff before being sent to the 
commission. 

Samples are handled in numbered glass- 
ware, and a record is kept of the person 
carrying out each operation, so that each 
step can be rechecked for security. 

The first step of the analysis of sam- 


ples is the reduction in bulk and prelim. 
inary purification. Further purification 
and classification are done by “differen. 
tial extraction with immiscible solvents.” 
Residues from these treatments are sub. 
jected to identification tests. Identifica- 
tion measures include microcrystal iests, 
color tests, spectrophotometric examina- 
tion, and paper chromatography. No drug 
is reported unless an identification pat- 
tern is complete. 

All glassware in the testing process is 
washed with an alkaline detergent. The 
glasses then are submitted to an acid 
rinse, followed by a tap water rinse and 
a final rinsing with distilled water. Rub- 
ber gloves are used by the attendant 
cleaning the glassware. When necessary, 
all immovable equipment is rinsed with 
distilled water before being used for an- 
other sample. 

The laboratory has no knowledge of the 
horse sampled or the trainer’s identity. 
The numbers used for samples in the 
laboratory are not the same as the num- 
bers assigned by the collectors at the 
track. Reports are locked in a desk or 
file. 

At the close of each working day, all 
entrances are locked and independently 
checked. All windows in the rear are 
barred. Samples are kept overnight in a 
vestibule locked from the inside and out- 
side of the laboratory.

Death of Rosemont 


Rosemont, the best male runner bred 
and raced by William du Pont Jr., died 
March 23 of a heart attack at his owner’s 
Walnut Hall Farm at Boyce, Va. The son 
of The Porter—Garden Rose, by Colin, 
had reached the age of 29, and had been 
retired from service. 

One of The Porter’s most successful 
sons. Rosemont was a half-brother to the 
stakes winners Garden Message, Rosenna, 
and Roseretter. In 4 seasons of racing he 
earned $168,750, his victories including 
the Eastern Shore Handicap at 2, the 
Withers Stakes at 3, the Narragansett 
Special at 4, and the Santa Anita and San 
Antonio Handicaps at 5. 


Rosemont’s success as a stallion far 
outran his popularity. Through 1960 his 
366 year-starters had earned $2,043,129 
for an earnings index of 2.12. Best of 
his offspring was the noted mare Bed 0’ 
Roses, and he was also sire of the 
stakes winners Sunrosa, Suncap, Ball- 
erina, Isasmoothie, Thinking Cap, O’Alli- 
son, Infatuation, Rich Tradition, Phidias, 
Supermont, and the jumpers Elmont and 
Ring o’ Roses. His daughter Faberose, 
which ‘finished second in the Selima 
Stakes, was the dam of Berlo, outstand- 
ing among the 3-year-old fillies of 1960. 


Carry Back's Dam Dies 


Joppy, dam of the Kentucky Derby 
favorite Carry Back, was found dead in a 
field at Ocala Stud on April 4. 

“Apparently she was kicked in the 
head by another horse and died instantly,” 
owner Jack Price said. “The only mark 
on her was a hoofprint on her forehead.” 

Price acquired Joppy for a total of 
$300. The mare was being boarded at his 
farm near Cleveland, and her former 
owner decided to get rid of her. Price 
took her for a $150 feed bill plus another 
$150. 

In 1957, when Price moved his stock 
from Ohio to Florida, he sent Joppy (and 
2 other mares) to the court of Saggy in 
Maryland. The result was Carry Back, 
foaled at Ocala Stud, now the leading 
money winner of his age.

Charles Marvin Gaines, 55-year-old 
Thoroughbred breeder of , Walton, Ky., 
was killed in an automobile accident near 
Corinth on Sunday, April 8, as he was 
returning to his home from Keeneland, 
where he had been overseeing a stable 
of 8 horses.

Roy W. Dickerson, 75-year-old starter, 
died of a heart attack in his room at the 
Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, on April 3, 
5 days before he was to have opened his 
llth year as Keeneland’s head starter.

Thomas J. Tault, 59-year-old trainer, 
died on the morning of April 7 while 
undergoing a lung operation at Kew Gar- 
dens Hospital, New York. Mr. Tault, who 
handled the horses of Mr. and Mrs. Jules 
Schwartz, was born at Belmont Park, 
where his mother operated the track 
kitchen and his father was stable fore- 
man for trainer Tom Healey. Before he 
became a trainer, Mr. Tault had served 
an apprenticeship as a groom, and he 
was in charge of Mr. Khayyam when the 
horse won the 1934 Metropolitan Handi- 
cap by the disqualification of Equipoise.

Sky High, Tulloch Beaten 


Sypney. Sky High. 3-year-old winner 
of 4 weight-for-age races in succession, 
and Tulloch. a gallant second in the 
£10.000 Invitation Stakes on the first day 
of the AJC 4-day autumn carnival at 
Randwick. were hot favorites. for the Don- 
caster Handicap and Sydney Cup. worth 
respectively £10.000 and £15.500 in prize 
money. The big-hearted bookmakers had 
the double at 5 to 1 in the closing stages 
and were calling upon the gremlins to 
save them from the poorhouse. 

Jockey Neville Sellwood got permission 
from France to stay in Australia until 
the Doncaster. for he had the ride on 
Sky High. Immediately after the day’s 
racing he flew to Paris. and next day 
rode a winner at Longchamp. 

The best that Sky High could do was 
to run a moderate third behind Fine and 
Dandy (Star Kingdom—Shading). which 
defeated Friar’s Peak (103) by 4 lengths 
with Sky High half a head away in third 
place in a field of 22. 

Fine and Dandy was at the top of the 
2-year-old class a couple of years back. 
There was never any question of his bril- 


liance: the doubt about his prospects in 
the Doncaster was his ability to see out 
the mile. But when other riders and 
the public were waiting for him to come 
back to his field in the homestretch, Fine 
and Dandy amazed the 60.000 spectators 
by careering away to make a new mile 
record of 1:34.2 for Australia. 

A couple of days later came the 2-mile 
Sydney Cup. Tulloch. with 139 pounds. 
was regarded as the best of good things. 
In the straight he made a dash at the 
lightly weighted Sharply. but found it im- 
possible to concede that promising 4-year- 
old 32 pounds. 

Tulloch ran a gallant second, beaten 
three-fourths of a length. with moderate 
Rimyll, a suburban horse. 3 lengths far- 
ther back. followed by Nilarco, Nadar 
Shah, Dream King (Australian Cup win- 
ner), Manchu. with fancied Valerius 
12th of the 14 runners. Last home was 
Oreka. winner of a 2-mile cup in New 
Zealand before crossing the Tasman. 

Sharply. which took 3:24.9 for the trip, 
is by Edwardsii (*Nasrullah—Cattewater ) 
from Sprite. by Fresco—The Darter, by 
the Australian champion Heroic. 


After the Cup, trainer Smith announced 
a change of plans for Tulloch. The horse 
will be kept in training for the Brisbane 
meeting so that he may win enough to 
bridge the gap between his present 
£98.000 and the £100,000 goal. 

Wenona Girl (Wilkes—Golden Chariot) 
had no difficulty in winning the Adrian 
Knox Stakes, 114 miles. the fillies’ Derby, 
to take her earnings to £29,765. It should 
be easy for her to lower the Australian 
record for fillies and mares. Evening Peal, 
a Melbourne Cup winner, retired with a 
tally of £30.744. 

Big offers from America have been 
made for Sky High and Wenona_ Girl, 
but the respective owners, W. Longworth 
Brian have declared that 
the horses are not for sale. 

Columbia Star (Star Kingdom—Con- 
fection). the 15.500 guineas yearling. 
has won his second. He earned £1.700 
by downing Young Brolga (winner of 
Produce Stakes) in the 6-fur- 
long Champagne Stakes. with Command- 
ing in third place. The second and third 
were conceding the winner 10 pounds.
